Burlington, Vt., Jan. 24.— The Queen 


City cotton, mills which had 'been shut 
down for two weeks on account of a 
strike of a portion 
of the 
operatives 


against a reduction in wages resumed 
operations this morning. Nearly nil of 
the employes returned and practically all 
the machinery ila running. It is thought 
that the full force in all the departments 
will be at work tomorrow, 


The operatives were unable to secure a 


restoration of the old "wage schedule at 
present. The mayor of Burlington and 
other leading citizens have been urging 
tbe strikers to return and accept the cut- 
<IOT*U for the present. 
The 
reduction 


amounts to about 7% cents per cut. The 
business men of Burlington are rejoicing 
(hat the mills have again started as the 
stiike was beginning to seriously hurt 
bn sines a. 


The employes of the Queen City mills 


were the first ia New England to go "out 
in resistance to Ihe general policy of re- 
ducing wages adapted early In the month 
hy the cotton manufacturers* The opera- 
tives were not 
organized when 
they 


el ruck and they had no system in their 
attempt to have wages- restored. They 
have formed aa organization and have 
decided to make it permanent.
